He attributed the shortage 
then to an "extraordinarily large 
slaughter" in July and August, 
when price controls were tempor- 
arily off, and predicted a "greater 
quantity" of meat in the near 
future.

port that the meat shortage may 
grow worse this winter, and an-

Serious Shortages 


of Living Items Hit 


Each Section Hard 


Soap and Sugar Are at 


Top of List With Meat 


in Survey 


(By The Associated Press) 


A sharply etched picture of 


shortages of meat, soap, sugar, 
toilet tissue and other key living 
items—worse in many instances 
than during the bleakest war days 
—was disclosed today by a survey 
of 45 cities. 


Up and down and across the 


country, major communities re- 
ported that many normal essen- 
tials had either gone from the 
shelves entirely, disappeared under 
the counter to become so-called 
"stoop items" for favored custo- 
mers, or were available only to 
the lucky or constant shopper. 


The cross-nation check by The 


Associated Press brought in these 
among other returns: 


S'.ap Also Disappears 


In 40 of the 45 cities meat was 


either not available at all, or more 
often was in supply ranging from 
a small fraction of normal to an 
'occasional' i^ppeararce. 


In all 4£ cities soap in one or 


all of its terms was becoming al- 
most a collectors item. 


In 24 cities sugar was scarce or 


even in acute shortage, while in 
18 others it was either plentiful or 
n fair ;o middling supply. 


Sixteen communities listed toilet 


tissue among the top scarcities. 


Cooking oils and fats, shorten- 


ng. mayonnaise, salad oils, oleo- 
margarine, lard, syrup and other 
terns containing sugar were short 
n varying degrees in most cities 
—a list to which the Jacksonville, 
Fla,. reporter tacked on "bourbon 
whisky", and Milwaukee added a 
diaper shortage.

the death of Michael (Hinky~Dmk) 
Kenna. 


The "little fellow" of long re- 


membered campaign battles was 
either 88 or 91 years old; Kenny's 
word and the records are varied. 
He died in a room of the K!ack- 
stone Hotel in the city's first ward 
that he loved so well and ruled 
so long in partnership with the 
late "Bathouse John" Coughlin. 


Coughlin, 
called 
"Bathhouse 


John" or "the Bath" because of 
the steam parlors he operated for 
Chicago • sporting gentry 
for 


many years, founded the rule over 
the loop political district in 1892, 
chose Kenna as his ally and they 
remained close friends for half a 
century. 


Died In 1938 


"Bathhouse John" diec? on Arm- 


istice Day, 1938, and 
Kenna 


emerged from retirement to take 
the first ward seat in the city 
council chamber without opposi- 
tion. In 1943 Kenna did not seek 
re-election and his council post 
passed on to a younger man. 


Death and old age, then, ac- 


complished what a generation of 
militant reformers never could— 
they got John and Hinky Dink out 
of office. 


Since his retirement Kenna had 


been reported in failing health 
numerous times. He began to sink 
early in September and on Sept. 
20 suffered a heartv attack that 
put him under an oxygen tent. The 
same morning, however, he was 
orde ng breakfast and his physi- 
cian reported him "improved con- 
siderably". 


Both Coughlin and Kenna grew 


up in the brawling days of Chicago 
before and after the great fire in 
1871. Kenna was the slight, quiet 
member of the team, but he ruled 
on an-equal basis with the bluster- 
ing Coughlin. 


No fancy political theories or 


tactics were ingredient in their 
success recipe. 
Coughlm, who 


served continuously in the city 
council for 46 years, once ex- 
plained it uhus: 


"Live and Let Live"

murderer, will be taken to the 
state security hospital at Menard 
Monday, Warden Joseph E. Ragen 
of the Statevyie prison said today 


A special trip for the youth 


adjudged "mentally ill" yesterday 
after having thrown stones at a 
guard will not be made. He will go 
to Menard with a regular con- 
signment of prisoners. 


Watch Too Closely 


Ragen said that in a conversa- 


tion with Heirens last night the 
boy threatened to commit sui- 
cide. 'They're watching me too 
closely now,'1 he told the warden 
"but some day there'll be an op- 
portunity and I'll take advantage 
of it." 


Although Heirens claimed 
to 


have thrown stones at a guard in 
hopes that he would shoot him in 
retaliation, no special watch is be- 
ing put over Heirens, the warden 
said, and he is being allowed his 
usual one hour recreational peri- 
od as heretofore. 


"In recent conversations with 


Heirens," Ragen said, "he has lost 
ground mentally/' 


The designation "mentally ill," 


had been given Heirens by a prison 
psychiatric board. 


Wanted Guard to Fire

came almost simultaneously with 
the announcement by Warden Jo- 
seph E. Ragen, of Stateville peni- 
tentiary that Heirens had stoned 
an armed guard.

UNRRA di- 
rector genera], denied today that 
he insulted congress in challeng- 
ing the right of an investigating 
committee to compel UNRRA em- 
ployes to appear as witnesses. 


Chairman Slaughter (D-Mo) of 


the house surplus property com- 
mittee had bitterly accused 
La- 


Guardia of impudence bordering 
on "an insult" to congress when 
the UNRRA chief cited the law of 
immunity for workers with the 
international relief organization. 


"I leave it to anyone with com- 


mon sense who can read English 
to whether there is anything of- 
fensive in the latter," LaGuardia 
responded. "Just 
the 
contrary 


was intended." 


The committee was thrown into 


a frenzy late yesterday when Lou- 
is Swinson, UNRRA employe, read 
LaGuardia's letter, noting that 
subpoenaes had been issued for 
four UNRRA employes.

of a swath. 


The most nearly national figure 


on this subject at the moment is 
on the price of butter in a large 
chain of food stores. Cham offi- 
cials thought the price might go 
to 90 cents or a dollar a pound. 
Instead it went to 80, then drop- 
ped to 73. Since this included 13 
cents formerly paid as a govern- 
ment subsidy, the 
uncontrolled 


price was actually 2 cents lower 
than the last pre-June OPA ceil- 
ing'of 62 cents a pound. 


In Pittsburgh, food retailers 


gave prices the gun after 
first 


trying to absorb the loss of sub- 
sidies. Then came a buyers' alow- 
down. Prices leveled off about 15 
or 20 cents above the 'old ceilings. 
In meats, shoppers became .choosy 
about quality as well *as price. 
And,, to .the kids' deUghtjjc*. cream 
cones came back 
to a 
nickel 


apiece after the price had gone 
to 6 cents. 


Meat prices generally rose about 


50 per cent in Atlanta after ceil- 
ings went off. But when ham- 


.. burger went to 50 cents a pound 
the housewives ^stopped nuyifig it 
The price then receded to at level 
in the 40's that the buyers would 
accept.

prices. The shock of paying sub- 
sidies over the counter "made it 
even worse. But the pleasure of 
being able to buy almost anything 
over the counter helped to ease 
the shock.

Food-' supplies in X)allas in- 


cceased 78 per cent while prices 
were going up 25 per cent, with 
part of the increase reflecting the 
removal of subsidies. In St. Louis 
the price rise was higher, but sup- 
ply rose with prices. 


Food wag almost the only com- 


modity 
that 
showed a marked 


price increase when ceilings were 
lifted. 
And food costs, high as 


they were, certainly did not bring 
the "ruinous inflation" that some 
officials predicted. 


Now the OPA is faced with the 


touch job of rescuing a large per- 
centage of our food supply—espe- 
cially meat—from the black mar- 
ket, where it will be sold for well 
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Washington. Oct. 9 — The domi- 


neering attitude of the Russians at 
Paris started easing- down imme- 
diately after Molotov's first trip to 
Mosco\v. Earlier the Soviet foreign 
minister had treated State Secre- 
tary Byrnes, in their private con- 
ferences, as if the American po- 
sition was practically 
inconse- 


quential. Molotov never seriusly 
considered the Byrnes viewpoint 
and acted as if perhaps the Ameri- 
can state secretary did not even 
represent American opinion. See- 
ing this, Mr. Byrnes fust sent for 
Senators Vandenberg- and Con- 
nally to back him up and pre- 
sent a stronger appearance of 
American political unity on policy 
to the twenty-one nations. Thus an 
extremely sensitive personal situa- 
tion arose between Messrs. Molotov 
and Byrnes, with Molotov trying 
to bulldoze the smaller nations 
into acceptance of the laigely Rus- 
sian-made peace treaties by leav- 
ing- them considerably m doubt as 
to Byrnes' power and status. It 
was in the midst of this sensi- 
tized condition that Henry Wal- 
lace, former commerce secretary, 
injected himself into foieign poli- 
cy, and not on the side of Byrnes. 


Now it may be told Byrnes was 


so angry at this attempt to un- 
dermine him, at home when the 
matter of his prestige had become 
the subject of the whole Russian 
underground campaign at the con- 
ference, he did not even telephone 
President Truman to voice his pro- 
test. He confined himself even 
more fastidiously 
to 
American 


circles and let a few newsmen 
.know the situation. The subsequ- 
ent decision of Mr. Truman to 
back Byrnes to the limit saved 
the policy of American resistance 
to Russian encroachments from 
a complete breakdown. 


Since then Molotov has been 


more polite. In general Byrnes 
has remained away from the com- 
mittee meetings, although 
the 


Russians have not. The Reds, how- 
ever, have 
seemed 
to change 


around to the position of trying- 
to convince the> twenty-one small- 
er nations that they should ad- 
here and give approval 
to the 


Russian position. 
No longer is 


roughshod talk used to steamroller 
the small nations, but as Vice 
Foreign Commissar Vishmsky told 
the Italian commission the other 
day, Russia was ready to admit 


above its cost in the no-ceilings 
interim,

she did not interpret world events 
as other nations did, indicating a 
hope for temperance in interna- 
tional discussions against war, 
maintaining a new Stalin position 
against expectations of war and 
predicting—of all things—"a peri- 
od of comprehension."

In view of this personal, inner, 


strained condition of affairs, an 
objective analyst must conclude 
Russia has definitely changed her 
line, but not yet conclusively. In 
place of rough talk, threats and 
challenges, she seems to be sub- 
stituting- her old policy of boring 
from within. Her laiisiiase has 
changed, but not her objectives. 


This is a common communist 


technique, the Marxian principle 
always allowing- its leadership to 
deviate in tactics from the ex- 
tremes of aggression to soft ap- 
peasement without alteration of 
ultimate 
revolutionary 
intent. 


Thus Generalissimo I Byrnes 
al- 


ways calls him that) Stalin, may 
tell a secondary London news- 
paper one day he expects no war 
and then the next day threaten 
Turkey belligerently for the Dard- 
anelles as if war were imminent. 


On our side, the implications of 


the flight of the Dreamboat across 
the top of the world to Eng- 
land. France and Cairo, could not 
have been missed in Moscow. A 
slightly northerly arch would have 
taken the ship to the Soviet capi- 
tal which, of course, is closed to 
peaceful airplane flight because 
of Russia's isolationism. 


So matters stand, and will stand, 


indefinitely, there is no end to 
this thing. The last political at- 
tack is ahvajs the least conse- 
quential one. The next attack is 
the only important one. In this 
case, it may assume more impoit- 
ance than we know in view of the 
indications that an inward boring 
technique may be followed, as 
this is seldom reportable in the 
public prints and often not known 
to the people at large. Some e\ ents 
suggest the Russians are now un- 
dermining the British at home, 
and promoting- anti-British senti- 
ment in this country in order to 
divide the two major democratic 
allies. The peace has become a 
diplomatic war in which sxtreme 
alertness will be required for a 
long- time, and flucuations of talk 
or what might be called the con- 
versational tone employed, will not 
be nearly so vital to the world as 
actions taken. The unchanging 
basic tone -of Russia is that orig- 
inally expressed by Stalin subtly, 
when, dealing- with Mr. Roosevelt 
in a conference concerning the 
Vatican affairs, he softly asked: 
"How many divisions has

(AP)—Development of a mouth 
wash and tooth powder to combat 
tooth decay was announced to- 
day by Dr. Robert G. Kesel, head 
of the University of Illinois col- 
lege of 'dentistry, at the third 
annual Pacific coast seminar on 
dental medicine. 


The active ingredient is a com- 


bination of ammonius phosphate, 
a common chemical, and urea, an 
organic compound found in body 
wastes. They are added to sub- 
stances ordinarily used in making 
tooth powders and mouth washes. 


This new combination appar- 


ently will not completely stop 
the decay process. Dr. Kesel said, 
and to be effective m<n- have to 
be supplemented by management 
of the diet. 


Discovery of the substance. Dr. 


Kesel said in a paper prepared 
for delivery at the seminar, was 
the result of a long period ot 
chemical detective work on the 
saliva of persons in whom the

HUNTING ROUNUUP—The 1946 waterfowl season, which got 


underway at dawn Saturday, brings the hunter face to face with the 
smallest daily bag limit in history. 


Regulations prescribe the daily bag limit may be not more than 


seven ducks, with the possession limit twice the daily limit, or 14. 
Last year's figures were 10 and 20. 


The sharp i eduction has been brought about by a dangerous de- 


cline in the duck population. It seems 1914 and 1945 were pros- 
perous seasons despite the lack of shells and with more hunters on 
the scene, the Department of Interior is beginning to get anxious 
ovei the kill 


Then too. lack of moisture during the nesting season prevented 


the ducks from bringing out a full hatch. 


Shells are again hard to find. 
Ammunition tor .22 rifles is prac- 


tically unobtainable. In Rockford, shotgun shells are being ra- 
tioned to assure the marksmen of a fair distribution. 


On the pheasant front, 75 hunters per day will be permitted on 


the state game preserve southwest of Harmon, it was previously 
planned to issue' only 50 permits per day but the figure has been 
upped 


Hunters must nave permits to shoot on the preserve. 
Special 


repiesentatives of the State Department of Conservation will be pres- 
ent to check the permits m and out. 


Only cock pheasants are to be shot and the limit is t\\o per day. 
A customary supply of rabbits is said to be on hand, but there 


again the shell angle confronts Mr. Hunter.

Britain's "tentative"- plan for 


consolidating her Middle Eastern 
defenses far south of the present 
Egypt-Palestine-Transjorcian-Iraq 
line Uoes nol imply that the lion 
is through ranging the Mediterran- 
ean's shoies. 


It is true that the British, often 


accused of holding these ancient 
lands in dwance vile, are reauang-- 
ing- their Suez defenses in an ef- 
fort to clear their skirts in Egypt 
and elsexvheie.

First class air 
installations were strung: out over

Whether Britain is merely an- 


nouncing; something- she began dur- 
ing- the war, or whether she is ac- 
cepting a new conception of de- 
fense in an age of atomic and 
aerial weapons, there is one fixed 
point about which the rest re- 
volves. She is not making-, nor per- 
mitting herself to be forced into, 
any change which opens a threat 
to her oil holdings in the Middle 
East.

THE ROOSEVELT LEGACY 
When Mr. Roosevelt was Gov- 


ernor of New York and had the 
job of looking into the affairs of 
public officials, such as sheriffs 
and mayors, he laid down the 
sound rule that "the stewardship 
of public officers" is such that 
"in a sense is not at all true of 
private citizens . . . their personal 


bu&sions are invested with a 


public importance . . . They should 
when called upon, give public 
pi oof of the nature, source and 
extent of their financial affairs. ' 


Mr. Roosevelt's legacy is not to 


be measured alone by the property 
left to his heirs, but also by the 
standards of public service which 
he set for himself. 


In the trial of Sheriff Tom 


Farley and Mayor Jimmy Walker 
of Xew York, Governor Roosevelt 
laid down high standards. It can 
be said also to his credit that as 
President he acted to free the 
federal civil service from political 
pressure. But that a deterioration 
of the standards of public service 
:ook place in his 16 years in pub- 
lice office 
f4 years as governor 


and 12 as President) seems very 
plain. 


When Mr. Taft was President. 


:he Cuban Ambassador presented 
him with a huge box of the finest 
Havana cigars. President Taft re- 
fused to accept the gift. 


Thomas 
Jefferson, 
who 
held 


public office for a total of 2U 
years or more, said at the end 
of his career that he had neve; 
appointed a relative to a political 
job. 


Gi over Cleveland held that "pub- 


lic office is a puolK. trust." 


As against these high standards 


Mr. Roosevelt used the power and 
prestige ot his high office to ap- 
point eight of his relatues to 
public jobs. That members of Mr 
Roosevelt's own family, without 
protest from him. used the pres- 
tige of his office to enrich them- 
selves, no one denies. For example 
one of his sons, in a magazine 
article, admitted that when he 
was only 28 years old he was 
making S40.000 a year in the in- 
surance business. 


Harry Mopkins and other mem- 


bers of his official family sold to 
magazines, for thousands of dol- 
lais, information which came to 


i them only by reason of their oc- 
cupying: official positions. 


As lecently reported, Ms. Roose- 


velt left an estate totaling almost 
2 million dollars. Most of this ot 
course was legitimately inherited 
from lus father and mother. It is 
interesting to note that the value 
of his postage stamps, $213,000. 
was more than three times that 
of his government bonds. His gov- 
ernment 
bonds 
totalled 565,000 


which was only about 3 per cent 
of his total estate, and only 11 per 
cent of a total of 
$550,000 of 


stocks, bonds and cash in bank. 
"Buy until it hurts!" 


That "Divinity that doth hedge 


a king" has prevented a full in- 
quiry into the question of how 
Mr. Roosevelt came into posses- 
sion of such a valuable collection 
of stamps. Experts and dealers in 
stamps, however, have 
charged 


that valuable die proofs which 
were given to Mr. Roosevelt out- 
right, or purchased by him at 
a nominal cost, really belonged 
to the nation. 


While berating business men as 


"economic royalists." Mr. Roose- 
velt was the owner of stocks and 
bonds in 102 
difference com- 


panies, many of which had large 
dealings with the United States 
government.

Week. But what does that mean ? 
At whom is it aimed? Who is a 
handicapped person? 


In thi* story the term means 


this: 


A person who—disabled in some 


way, physically or mentally—isn't 
doing the job he thinks he can do 
test, or has no job or lacks train- 
ing for a job he thinks could give 
him a living. 


Such 
a 
handicapped 
person 


might be a blind man, a man with 
one eye, or one leg, or a bad 
heart, or an arrested case of tu- 
berculosis. 


Employ the" Handicapped week 


is aimed: 


1^ At employers. To get them 


Interested in 
employing 
handi- 


capped people or finding jobs for 
them where they can work best. 


2. At handicapped people them- 


selves. 
To let them know there 


are places where they can go for 
help in finding jobs, or better 
jobs, or training for jobs. 


Aimed at Civilians 


(This week 13 not aimed directly 


at disabled war veterans. 
They 


can get help from the Veterans 
Administration ) 


For 
every 
disabled 
veteran, 


there are about five handicapped 
civilians. There are, according to 
government estimate, about 1,500,- 
000 such handicapped civilians. 


This is how a handicapped per- 


son can go about getting help: 


Every state has a vocational -«- 


habilitation office, usually in the 
state capital, although some states 
may have branch offices. 


Sometimes this 
rehabilitation 


office may be called a welfare of- 
fice. 


If you're a handicapped person 


and don't know how to get in 
touch with the state rehabilitation 
office, ask your local Red Cross or 
community chest or some other 
social service 
organization for 


guidance. 


- 
Get Vocational Rehabilitation 
The system has been set up to 


work like this: 
, 


Say you've been disabled. You 


no longer can do the job which had 
given you a living. You feel there 
must be some other kind of work 
you could do. But what kind? 


You apply to your state's voca- 


tional rehabilitation office. There 
to start, you get a. medical exam- 
ination. If you need medicine, or 
a surgical operation, or hospitali- 
zation, you get it. 


That's to get you straightened 


out, physically, as much as possi- 
ble. 
Then you get an aptitude 


test to see what kind of work you 
might be able to do, or do best. 
The test may show you have a tal- 
ent you didn't suspect. 


Advice may put you on the right 


track. But if the test shows that 
—with the 
proper 
training or 


schooling—you ^could do a certain 
kind of work well, you get the 
training or schooling. 


Expenses Are Divided 


Here's an actual example- 
A bus driver lost an eye. No 


longer able to do that work, he 
took the aptitude test. It was de- 
cided he could do well in soil con- 
servation. 
But for that kind of 


work he needed schooling. 


So now he's being sent through 


four years of college. The state is 
paying for his schooling, his room 
and board. 


The government stands behind 


this whole program, for it has an 
agency of its own, called the Of- 
fice of Vocational Rehibihtation. 
here in Washington. The govern- 
ment helps out the states in this 
program. 


For every dollar spent by the 


states on this work, the govern-. 
ment puts up a dollar, and then 
some. Last year the states spent 
54,000,000, the government $10, 
000,000. 


This year the states expect to 


spend S5.000.000, the government 
S14.000.000. 


The government's Office of Vo- 


cational Rehabilitation here says 
that from 1920 to 1943 an average 
of 9.000 handicapped 
persons a 


year were placed in jobs and since 
3P4S the yearly average has been 
10,000. 


The average cost hao been about 


S300 a person.
